FRUITS OF REVOLUTION. 


Dr. Nansen should 
know 
better than 
most men the real situation in Russia. 
The dark picture which he has drawn of 
conditions there and has made a deep im­ 
pression in every civilized country. 
His 
statement came as a good deal of a sur­ 
prise. 
People in this country knew that 
the Russian famine was a terrible thing, 
but the general impression was that the re­ 
lief measures were proving effective and 
that the problem was being solved slowly 
but surely. It is shocking to learn now from 
Dr. Nansen that the problem is unsolvable, 
that “it is too late to save the people of Hus­ 
lia,“ and that “whatever is done, they will 
die by the millions/' 
Nor will the catastrophe stop there. 
A 
famine like that means also a pestilence. 
Where human beings are dying like flies 
plague can hardly be prevented. 
It will 
not be easy to prevent the 
plague from 
spreading. 
A stricken Russia such as Dr. 
Nansen pictures will menace the whole of 
Europe. 
Such are the fruits of rash tampering 
With the complex mechanism of modern 
civilization. 
In Russia an effort was made 
to alter radically and all at once the ma­ 
chinery of life— to tear out one system of 
machinery and 
substitute 
another. 
The 
new system, never before tested, failed to 
work properly. 
Its many defects became 
evident at once when 
the 
practical test 
came and it broke 
down. 
The 
result is 
what we now see in Russia— a vast popula­ 
tion starving to death. 
It is a question whether revolution in 
the true sense is any longer practicable in 
the world. 
Populations 
have 
growm so 
large and the machinery of civilization by 
which they are sustained has become so 
complicated that violent and sudden alter­ 
ations in it, bringing the whole thing to a 
rtop for a while until the necessary adjust- 
nents can be made, are reflected very soon 
in a paralysis of production, of industry, 
md of transportation. 
Change hereafter 
nust be brought 
about 
by the slow' and 
gradual processes of evolution, not by the 
Violent and sudden process of revolution. 
tTo attempt the latter method is to invite 
such a calamity as that which has befallen 
Russia. 


NEWBERRY’S CHAMPION.

The first thing that confronted Mr. Pepper 
after his appointment to the senate was the 
Newberry case and he voted in favor of 
Newberry because the republican organi­ 
zation wanted Newberry seated and Mr. 
Pepper was indebted to the republican or- I 
ganization for his togs. 
There was some 
little comment on the uninspiring nature of 
this first act of the new senator, but the 
matter would have been forgotten before 
long if Mr. Pepper had simply let it lie.

TAYLOR’S 300 MURDERERS. 


Such things as the murder of Taylor, the 
motion picture director, seem to be a man- 
ace to the sanity of the human race. 
They 
seem to affect the human brain. It is hard 
to explain in any other way the fact, re­ 
ported in a dispatch from Los Angeles, that 
more than 300 persons in the United States, 
one in England and one in France, have 
now confessed to the murder. 
Evidently most of these persons must be 
“touched.” 
They cannot be quite right in 
their heads. 
The Taylor affair must have 
affected them powerfully, and, brooding 
over it, they have conceived all sorts of no­ 
tions. 
Doubtless most of them were in bad 
shape mentally before the Taylor mystery 
came along, but to some of them it seems 
to have administered the finishing touch.

14.—The tractor and other modern 
means of locomotion for farm use 
are gradually pushing the horse off 
of the Missouri farm, statistics on 
the number of horses on farms in 
the state indicate. 
The total number of horses on 
Missouri farms at the beginning of 
the present year was only 879,000, 
according to statistics just announc­ 
ed by the State Board of Agricul­ 
ture here. 
This number Is a de­ 
crease of 18,000 over the number of 
these animals at the beginning of 
the previous year, and a reduction 
of 156,000 over the number in 1910, 
or 15 per cent. 
The number 
of 
horses on Missouri farms in 1910 
was 1,035,884, in 1920, 906,220, in 
1921, 897,000, and la 1922, 879,000. 
This group of farm animals on 
farms on January I, 1922 w^as dis­ 
tributed as follows: 
Colts, 52,740 
or 6 per cent; yearlings, 61,530 of 
7 per cent; mares, two years old 
and over, 450,930 cr 51 per cent; 
geldings, two years old and over, 
309,410 or 35 per cent, and stallions, 
4,390 or less than one per cent. 
While the number of horses has 
been decreasing prices of these ani­ 
mals also have decreased, even in 
a greater extent than in number, ac­ 
cording to reports of the Board of 
Agriculture. 
The average price per 
head in January, 1920, was $86; in 
1921, $73, and in 192, $52. 
The increased use of automobiles 
the growing interest in and the use 
of tractors for farm power, together 
with the decreased grain acreage^ 
following the war, with low prices 
and inability of the farmer to sell 
horse stock at a reasonable return, 
are the factors attributed to the de­ 
creasing number of this stock, by 
Board of Agriculture officials.

DECLINE IN WAGES 
RATES ON FARMS 


JEFFERSON CITY, 
March 17.— 
Although farm wage rates In Mis­ 
souri declined between 25 and 3ft 
per cent during 1921, indications are 
that there will be a further decline 
during the coming season, according 
to information obtained today from 
the office of the State Board of Agri­ 
culture here. 
The average decline 
of farm wages during 1921 was 29 
per cent per month with board and 
25 per cent without board. 
The average monthly wage paid 
laborers with 
board 
by 
farm em­ 
ployes during the 
past 
year 
was 
$30.70, as compared to a wage of $42 
during the previous year. The aver­ 
age wage without hoard during 1921 
was $41,90, and during 1920, $46. The 
average wage for this class of labor 
in the entire nation during 1921 was 
$35.53, with board and $49.90 with­ 
out board. 
Farmers who were employees dur­ 
ing the past year did not profit by 
the drop In farm wage rates, accord­ 
ing to board of agriculture officials, 
as the prices of articles produced on 
the farm declined at approximately 
the same proportion as wage rates. 
Day labor rates during harvest in 
the state declined an average of 36 
per cent during 1921 for laborers 
both with and without board. 
The 
average wage received by the labor­ 
er In harvest with board last year 
was $2.40 against an average of $3.75 
during 1920. 
The average without 
board was $2.90 last year and $4.50 
during the 1920 harvest. 
A comparison of day labor rates in 
Missouri 
with 
the 
average 
rates 
throughout the nation shows that the 
average for the entire nation in 1921 
at harvest time was $2.79 per day 
without board and $2.24 per day with 
board. 
The Missouri rates last year 
were $2.90 without board and $2.40 
with board. 
Although labor rates declined con­ 
siderably in the state during 1921, 
these rates were still much higher 
than those of 1913, the year before 
the world war, according to Informa­ 
tion received by the board of agri­ 
culture, with a range from 41 per 
cent above for hirings by the month 
with board to 48 per cent for day la­ 
bor outside of harvest time without 
board. 
Secretary Jewell 
Mayes of the 
State Board of Agriculture would not 
estimate 
the 
expected 
decline in 
farm wages during the coming sea­ 
son, but indicated that there would 
be a reduction in comparison with 
the reduction in prices of farm pro­ 
ducts.
